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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-1 1 and 23 in the reply 
filed on 4/25/08 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification slnall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 3, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 3, it cannot be determined what is "hitherto". 
In claim 8, "said once separated" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1, 4-7 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Buehler (4,610,374). Buehler discloses, in figs. 2 and 4, a capping assembly comprising 
a first component 50 in the form of unitary molding defining a detachable overcap 40 
and at least a skirt 40; a second component 19 at least in part located within the first 
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component; a nozzle component 28 carried through the second component and 
movable relative to the second component as claimed; a disc seal 20; and the lower 
periphery of the second component providing an annular seal of said disc seal. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-1 1 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Coory (6,772,91 0) in view of Beck (5,456,374) and Molloy (Des. 41 9,447). 

Coory discloses, in figs. 8, 9, 22 and 23, a capping assembly comprising a first 
component defining a detachable overcap 4 and at least a skirt; a second component 
1 17,718 at least in part located within the first component; a nozzle component 325,823 
carried through the second component and movable relative to the second component 
as claimed; a disc seal 322, 822; and the lower periphery of the second component 
providing an annular seal of said disc seal. 

Coory does not disclose a first component in the form of unitary molding defining 
a detachable overcap and at least a skirt, a tear strip being detachable with the 
overcap and the skirt, and a tamper evident band extending from the skirt. 
Beck teaches, in figs. 1 , 2 and 4, a capping assembly comprising disclose a first 
component 10 in the form of unitary molding defining a detachable overcap 21 
and at least a skirt 25, a tamper evident band extending from the skirt; and a tear 
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strip being detacliable witli the overcap and the skirt is well known in the art, as 
taught by Molloy, to detachably connect the overcap to the skirt. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to modify the capping assembly of Coory with 
the first component in the form of unitary molding defining a detachable overcap 
and at least a skirt, a tear strip being detachable connected with the overcap and 
the skirt, and a tamper evident band extending from the skirt, as taught by Beck 
and Molloy, in order to provide safety features as tamper evidences for a cap 
system.
